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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Referring to claim 1 , Tanaka et al, JP 5-103391 discloses an array speaker 
system comprising: an array speaker having a plurality of speaker units arranged in an 
array ( page 1: purpose ), and a control circuit that imparts first weight to the center 
speaker unit with respect to high-frequency signal components of input audio signals 
( page 1: constitution ), second weights to the peripheral speaker units in the array 
speaker with respect to the high-frequency signal components of the input audio signals 
( page 1: constitution ), wherein the first weight is relatively higher than the second 
weights ( page 1: constitution ). The Sasaki et al, JP 9-233591 reference discloses one 
center speaker unit and a plurality of peripheral speaker units ( Sasaki etal. page 1: 
solution; fig ), for emitting audio signal beams with predetermined time differences 
therebetween so as to control sound directivity ( Sasaki et al. page 1: solution ). The 
Tanaka and Sasaki et al taken alone or in combination with each other do not disclose 
or fairly suggest the control circuit imparting a third weight to the center speaker unit 
with respect to low-frequency signal components of the input audio signals, and 
imparting fourth weights to the peripheral speaker units with respect to the low- 
frequency signal components of the input audio signals, and weights wherein 
differences between the third and fourth weights, which are imparted to the center 
speaker unit and the peripheral speaker units with respect to the low-frequency signal 
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components, are relatively smaller than the differences between the first and second 
weights, which are imparted to the center speaker unit and the peripheral speaker units 
with respect to the high-frequency signal components as claimed in claim 1 . 

Claim 3 is been allowed for the same reasons as claim 1 . 

Claim 4 depends on claim 1 . Claim 5 depends on claim 3. 

Referring to claim 2, Sasaki et al, JP 9-233591 discloses an array speaker 
system comprising: an array speaker having a plurality of speaker units arranged in an 
array ( Sasaki et al, page 1: solution; fig ), including a plurality of center speaker units 
and a plurality of peripheral speaker units ( Sasaki et al. page 1: solution; fig ), for 
emitting audio signal beams with predetermined time differences therebetween so as to 
control sound directivity ( Sasaki et al. page 1: solution ). The Satoh et al, US Patent 
5,146,507 reference discloses the control circuit imparting, with respect to low- 
frequency signal components of the input audio signals, a same weight to all of the 
center speaker units and all of the peripheral speaker units in the array speaker ( Satoh 
et al. fig. 1: the signals in all freguencv range (thus including the low freguencv range) 
go through the same processing, thus have eguivalent gain ). The Sasaki et al and 
Satoh et al reference taken alone or in combination with each other do not disclose or 
fairly suggest a control circuit that imparts first weights to the center speaker unit with 
respect to high frequency signal components of input audio signals, and second weights 
to the peripheral speaker with respect to the high-frequency signal components of the 
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input audio signals, wherein the first weights are relatively larger than the second 
weights as recited in claim 2.
